_ State, and fuch a Tragedy of Mifchief, that . 


and powerful Princes of Germany, has made. 
a very unhappy Attempt on this Kingdom, 
and having to do witha faithlefs People, a 
mercenary Nobility, an uncertain Confee 
derate, I mean the Czar, with cowardly 
and untraétable Auxiliaries, tho’ he on all. 
Occafions fought with the greateft Bravery 
and Conduét, yet found himfelf under fuch 
Difadvantages, and fo much over-power'’d 
by the Swede, a powerful, warlike Nation, 
and led bya young daring and fiery Mo: 
narchs that in fhort, like a Man of Pru- 
dence, as well as Bravery, he threw upthe - 
loft Game, fubmitted to the Neceffity, and . 
tho’ Providence gave him.a-Wittor¢ juft at 
the Conclufion, to folve his Repntation asa 
Soldier, yet he has wifely thought fit to fiften 


to the Cries of his rain’d Country, ‘and quit 


the Bauble ofa Crown not worth Keeping: 
An 
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And now the Swedith-made Monarch Stas 


- wiflaus, if he deferves the Name, who is as 


jt were a Foot-boy King, a Dependent on 
his King-making Ally the Swede— This 
King, I fay, one would have thought, fhould 
unenvied, have enjoy’d that Crown, or if 
oppos’'d by the Mufcovite, it fhould be fo 
faintly andfo remote, that it fhould have 
been of no great Uneafinefs tohim, nor be 
able no divert the Swede from new Attempts, 
which the-reft of the World has not been 
without juft Apprehenfions of. 

But Poland’s Troubles are not yet like to 
find a Period ; and that miferable Nation is 
now like to be in more Confufions, thanever 
before: For now we are told, that the No- 
bility of Poland, who before fupported King 
Auguftus, or rather were fupported by 


him, being left a little too nakedly to the 
Mercy of the Swedes, and made thereby fig 


defperate—Fly out into new Extremes, and 
being back’d by the Mu/covite Power, re- 
folve to fet up tor themfelves; and difown- 
ing the Swedes or their fham King, have 
Eleéted .... the ...- Crown-General to 
be their King. no 

And now the War in Poland is like to be 
as fierce asever it was, and the Swede may 
perhaps find more Work there now, than he 
did before. 

I know, fome People talk of this as an 
eafie Affair, that the Mufcovites are forry 
Fellows, and cannot look the Swedes in the 
Face 3 that 20000 Swedes beat 150000 of 
them.at the Battleat Narva, and that there- 
fore this is not to be imagin’d to be any Di- 
verfion to the Swedes. 

But fhall I take upon me to tell fuch 
People, what perhaps at firft may feem 
firange to moft, that fhall read this Paper, 
viz. That if this War goes on, the Mujfco- 
vite fhall have the better of the Swedes in 
it, and that, tho’ they are always beaten. 


To make out this Paradox, I muft enter 
into. a few Particulars, which deferye Note. 


1. Tam to note, that it is well worth the 
Czar of Mu/covy’s while to keep the Swede 
employ’d in Poland 3 for that having taken 
Narva from him, fortified and bailt Poris, 
Harbours and Magazines of Naval Stores 
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on the Béltick, he is ftrengtl 
there, while the Enemy is bufiec 
profecuting a fruitlefs War to do | 
very little good ; and thisconfider’d, he can 
afford to lofe now and then a fraall Skirmifa lt 
with ten thoufand Men’s Lives, or fo,things 
he cares very Iittle for, and do himfelf no 
Harm. ge Pt 
2. He is able to tyre the Swede out in — 
this War, and can carry iton at lefs than 
half the Expence 3 his Country lying aflon 
the Back of Poland, ard adjeyning to its 
whereas the Ning of Sweden is remote, and 
muft have ali his Recruits, Magazines, ec. 
from Swedeland by Sea, apd then a long 
way by Land co his Army. 
But fay.nuw, the Swede fhail march into 
Poland, and this new King fights him, and 
is beaten, as "tis tem tu one but he fhall if be 
ig bts What is the Confequence ? 
Away they fly to the Czar of Mufcovy for 
Refuge $ as foon as ever the Swede turns 
but his Back, the Czar of Mufcovy lends 
them 20 Or 30000 Men again, which is no- 
thing with him, and they fall in upon the 
Country again, and carry all before them, 
and them the Swede is fetch’d back again for 
Help—When he comes, the Mufcovites are 
beaten again, and run away again as before 
—And what then ? They fhall do this every 
Year, and ualefs the King of Sweden could 
live in Polzmd all this Time, he could never 
avoid it. The Numbersand Neighbourhood 
of the Mufcovite thall certainly have this’ 
Iffue at lait, and the War feems without 
End there, unlefls the Swede pleale to give 
it over firft. 

If any Man fhall fay, the Swedes and Poles 
may follow them into Mufcovy, conquer it, 
dethrove the Czar, and reduceall that fide 
of the World. I fhall prefume, without ex- 
amining too far into the Perfons, to tell 
them, ‘tis a fign they do not know the 
Country, how diftant, how defolate, and 
how fecur’d by its own Poverty, from any 
of thofe Milchiefs that attend great Ar- 
mies. 

After therefore they have confider’d the 
Ditficulties of following a flying Enemy in- 
to a Wildernefs, not worth conquering, 
thro’ unpaflable Woods of vaft Extent, wild 
Deferts, and uninhabited Wafts, where all 

their

along Diftance, and exceffive Charge, and 
_ thro’ a thoufand Dangers ; when they have 
 confider’d this, ¥ fay;they’ll no more wonder, 
that the vitorious Swedes never pierced far 
into the Czar’s Country; for who would 
- rina brave Soldiery, and a difciplin’d Ar- 
my in fighting againft Nature, ftruggling 
with Hunger, Cold, and infuperable Dith- 
culties 2 

On this Accountit is that I fay, the auf- 
_ ___-covites muft at the End have the Advantage 
' in this War, and tho’ they were beaten in 
the Field every Year, yet an obftinate Na- 
tion, in their Circumffances, and with their 
__~ Advantages, muft at laft have the better, 

and muft oblige their Enemy to defift. 

: If this be true, Poland has but a very in- 
___ different Profpeé of the Settlement of her 
_. Country, and the poor People deferve 
. Commiferation, as much as any Nation in 
the World. 


Have employ’d this Part of my Work for 
, if fome time, if poffible, to prevent the 
Ruin and Deftrudion both of our Trade and 
People, from the proje&ed Schemes of thofe, 
who, miftaken-in their Meafures or De- 
figns, 1 fhall not determine which, pretend 
to ferve for both ; and I have infifted par- 
ticularly on the great Benefit of the Part of 
Inland Trade, whichI call Circulation. 
Now I cannot but make a fhort Excep- 
tion here asI go, and thatis, that I hope, 
: 1 fhall not be underftood to mean, that no 
better Regulations can be made for the Set- 
lement and Employment of the Poor, than 
are already 3 or that on the other hand all 
the Gentlemen, who are contriving Ways 
and Means for that End, are willing to get 
rid of their Poor at the Price of a National 
Ruin; I willingly recognize the Charity 
and Chriftian Confideration of thofe wor- 
thy Gentlemen, that in their meer Goncera 
for the Poor are brought into thefe Mea- 
fures, however miftaken they may be in 
their Confequences, and J only humbly offer 
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it Providions muff be brought to them at 


’ The new King was their General before 
and has, it feems, the Hearts of the Sol- 
diery ; and. tho’ he be not as wealthy as 
the Saxon, yet if the Czar of Mu/cevy fape 
plies him, he may be able to maintain him- 
felf, better than the other could, whe was 
rather prey’d upon by the Poles, thamat- 
fifted by them. 

Upon the whole, the King of Sweden has 
thus cut himfelf aut a fine Piece of Work, 
and the Czar of Mufcovy in. my Opinion 
ought to be taken into the grand Confedera- 
cy ; for that this Way he may be likely to 
empley the Arms of that Prince in a Manner 
unexpected, and give the Confederates 
Time to pufh on the other Advantages they 
have before them, till they fhal be out of 
Danger and out of Fear of him 4 and per- 
haps have Time to ask him, what Bufinefs 
he has in the Empire ? 
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my Sence of the Matter for their farther 
Iumination. 

If therefore thefe Gentlemen would de. 
mand of the Projeétors of ‘thefe Schemes, 
that they fhould find out fome new Trade, 
fome new Market where the Goods they 
make fhall be fold, where none of the fame 
Goods were fold before ;_ if they will fend 
them to any Place, where they fhall not in- 
terfere with the reft of the Manufaéture, or 
with fome other made in England, then in- 
deed they will do fomething{worthy of them- 
felves, and may employ the Poor to the 
fame glorious Advantage, as Queen Eliza- 
beth did, to whom this Nation as a Trading 
Country owes its peculiar Greatnefs. 

1. If hey could eftablith a Trade to China 
for Engiifh broad Cloth and Serges, or. obe 
tain an Order from the Czar of Mufcovy, 
that ali his Subjeéts fhould wear Znghifh 
Stockings, they might then fet ail the Army 
of Vagrants to work, that now ftroul about 
and live upon the Spoil of the Connery ; and 
every poor Child’s Labour in’ {pinning amd 

knitting 
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knitting thofe Stockings, 


and all the Wool 
wsfed it them ‘Would’ 


cléar Gain to the. 


Nations thé general Stock would befo much — 


incteafed by it, becaule al the Growth of a 
Country; and all the Labour of every Per- 
fon, who was idle before, is fo much clear 
-Gainto the Publick Treafure. 

‘a. If they cannot dothis, then fet them 
but employ the Poor in fome Manufaéture, 
which they never made in England before, 
or which was not bought with fome of our 
Manufactures, and this will do the fame 
thing: For Example, we have Cotton- 
Wool from our own Colonies return’d for 
our own Manufaétures, why fhould not our 
People be as able to fpin it it, as the Natives 
of Indit or China, and why might not all the 
vatt Quantities of Callicoes we now go fo 
far for, and complain of carrying out our 
ready Money for, be madeat home? if this 
were the Work of our Poor that are taken 
into Houfes of Correétion, Hofpitals and 
Workhoufes, they fhould have the Nation 
told, how ferviceable they are to the Pub- 

lick, and how much ali Well-wifhers to the 
publick Profperity fhould be bound to affift 
them : But of this more in ournext—
